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Servants 100-Mile Belt to Protect Arctic Islands j

OTTAWA (Special) The 
federal government is asking 
Parliament for tough new anti- 
pollution law* to protect 
Arctic waters. 

These measures include the 
drawing of a 100-mile wide 
"sanitation belt" around all 
the Arctic islands including 
northermost Ellesmere, from 
the tip of Labrador to th* 
Yukon-Alaska border. 

Proposed as penalties for 
shipping violating the clean 


Arctic laws are fines up to 
$ 100 , 000 . 

For individuals the cost 
would be a daily fine as high 
as $5,000 for each 24 hours of 
pollution.

The sanitation line between 
Ellesmere and Greenland, 
cutting along the centre of the 
narrow strait, of necessity 
would be a good deal less 
than the specified 100 mies — 
but everywhere else along the 
coasts of the islands it would 


hold good from eastern to 
western Arctic. 

There was a second bill 
given first reading in the 
Commons, extend ing 
Canada's offBhore territorial 
waters from three to 12 
miles, based on straight lines 
drawn headland to headland. 

Passage of this bill would 
empower the government to 
draw fisheries closing lines 
across entrances of such 
bodies of water as the Gulf of 
St. iJiwranee, the Bay of 


Fundy and all the inlets along 
the jagged maritime coast, 
and Queen Charlotte Sound, 
Hecate Strait and Dixon 
Entrance on the Pacific.

The bill to police pollution 
of Arctic waters is not a 
"declaration of sovereignty," 
explained law officers of the 
crown at a post-House brief¬ 
ing but rather the "assertion 
of jurisdiction." 

It comes to Parliament for 
quick action just at the time 


the United States super¬ 
tanker, Humble Oil's Man¬ 
hattan, is starting a second 
test run of the Northwest 
Passage. 

Now, ship* plying the Arctic 
waters — including the Man¬ 
hattan — will have to comply 
with Canadian anti-pollutioa 
laws protecting the delicate 
ecology of the polar seas. 

The shipping companies for 
starters will have to establish 
financial responsibility and 


concede liability for pollution 
disasters.

The same poll utioh 
penalties — up to $100,000 for 
the organization and as much 
as a daily $5,000 for the 
individual — apply to land 
based operations such as ofl 
rigs, loading quays and over¬ 
water pipelines.

WASHINGTON <AP) — 1 
Senate rejected Wednesday 
for the second time in less 
than a year President Nixon's 
efforts to seat a southern 
conservative judge on the 
U.S. Supreme Court. 

The defeat by a 51-to-45 
vote was a rebuke to Nixon. 
Deciding votes came from his 
Republican ranks and made 
him the first .president this 
century to have more than 
ore nominee to the Supreme 
Court voted down.

It was greeted With dis¬ 
appointment by the president, 
relief and disappointment by 
nominee Harrold Carswell of 
Florida and with cheers and 
applause by packed Senate 
galleries. 

It followed by only H weeks 
a similar defeat, by a 55-to-45 
vote, on Nixon’s nomination 
of another southehl judge. 
Clement Haynsworth, to fill 
the seat left vacant on the 
nine-man court by the resig¬ 
nation of Abe Fortas last May 
14.

Nixon said he would submit 
a new nomination ‘‘In due 
course." 

Carswell had been attacked 
rcppatedly as a mediocre 
lawyer and legal craftsman, a 
racist and an impatiept and 
testy jurist. 
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The 600 figure represents 
only the capacity of the 
convention hall.

crats : 

“In every agency, on every 
level, workers are challenging 
the cliche of federal employ¬ 
ment a* a ‘privilege 1 and the 
stereotype of the faceless, 
submissive bureaucrat. 

“We have come alive to our 
rights as citizen* and to our 
responsibilities to the people 
ouy agencies were created to 
serve. We have begun to 
speak out. Now is the time to 
act together to demand : 

• “An end to the misuse 
of American economic and 
military power abroad. 

• "An end to racial, 
ethnic, and sexual discrimin¬ 
ation in all federal policies 
and practices 

• "A re-orderlng of 
national priorities in response 
to real social needs.” 

The call went out in a flyer 
and in the first issue of a new 
anti-establishment newspaper 
for government employees. 
Federal Forum, published by 
a group that calls itself 
Federal Employees for a 
Democratic Society — or 
■‘FEDS.’’

Two gunmen who took part in 
a hotel siege on the Riviera 
last week fought a gun battle 
with police here Wednesday 
and one of them shot and 
killed himself. 

Police said Richard Levy, 
one of four men who held 
police at bay for about 24 
hours in the hotel siege at 
Villefrancrie-sur-Mer, died 
when he shot himself in the 
head.

Police said that Levy’s 
companion, escaped mental 
patient Maurice Sominj^ was 
seriously wounded in the 
exchange of shots. The other 
two men are still being 
sought. 

Police have named Somim 
as the leader of the four men 
who took over one floor of the 
luxury Versailles Hotel in 
Viilefranche last Wednesday 
and Thursday, holding three 
hostages.

The gunmen eventually 
released two of the hostages 
and the third, a French 
bus inessman, accompanied 
them as they left the hotel in 
a rented car after surrend¬ 
ering their weapons.

Last fall the 140,OO(P 
member B.C. Federation of 
Labor set the stage fur a 
strong united front during 
spring negotiations that are to 
involve upward of 100,000 
unionists.

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Crude Bomb Causes No Damage 
But Tightens Parliament Security

OTTAWA — An amateur¬ 
ishly - constructed fire - bomb 
plummeting down a stairwell 
burst in flame Wednesday 
afternoon on the ground-floor 
of Parliament's Centre Block. 

It was another in a continu¬ 
ing series of incidents of 
protest and violence causing 
grave concern and increasing 
tension on Parliament Hill. 

The badly-built mololov- 
cocktail did no damage, nor 
was anyone injured. 


But It did result instantly in 
RCMP and the protective 
staffs of thp Commons awA 
Senate giving another turn of 
the already tightened screws 
of security.

The fire-bomb fell from the 
third floor of the Centre Block 
— the floor that gives public 
access to the galleries of the 
Commons — at 2.30 p.m., and 
because it made only a soft 
thumping splash on flaming 
impact, escaped notice for a 
very few minutes.

There was a rumor that 
this was only the first of 
several firebombs that would 


be exploded before the day 
was out, and this did nothing 
to lessen the concern of chief 
of parliamentary security G; 
F. A. Jones. 

"The bomb was the sloppy 
work of an amateur,” he 
reported, “but no one could 
question the malice behind It; 

“It had to be the instru* 
ment of hateful intent. 

“TT»at it wasn’t thrown into 
the Commons or some part of 
the building where it could do 
real damage and injury in no 
way lessens the madness of 
this kind of blind rage." 


It would extremely difficult 
for any anarehic mental case 
to bomb the Commons or 
Senate these days. 

For ever since the "mad 
bomber,” Paul Qiartier. acci¬ 
dentally blew himself up with 
a short-wick dynamite pack in 
the mens’ washroom just 
across a corridor, ten steps 
and five seconds from the 
doors to the Commons 
galleries, security has had a 
high hill priority.

Block are guarded, and those 
entering the building, inelud-

staff, must carry identifi¬ 
cation passes or submit to 
Inspection on demand.

All doors to the Commons 
and Senate galleries are 
guarded and nobody gets in 
with a bag, purse, parcel or 
anything else in which explo¬ 
sives might he concealed. 

Each gallery is patrolled. 

And seated in the crowded 
rotws are plainclothes security 
men. 

In addition the Commons 
corridors are patrolled and 
guards are posted outside the 
offices of Prime Minister 
Trudeau and Conservative 
leader Stanfield.

Rut even with all these 
precautions, somebody Wed¬ 
nesday was able to smuggle 
into the building a small 
hottle of kerosene with an 
attached paper wick, ignite it 
and drop it, altogether unsus¬ 
pected and undetected 

Now security will be tighter 
than ever. 

The House itself was aware 
of the act of terrorism. 

Conservative MP Jack Bigg 
of Pembina, a former RCMP 
officer himself, rose suddenly 
during the Commons question 
period on a matter of 
"urgency" as he called it.

"Don't anybody panic,” he 
announced quietly, "but a fire¬ 
bomb has been dropped out¬ 
side Room 235, and I was 
wondering what explanation 
there might be for this rather 
serious breach of security."

Evidently you are a nervous 
individual. Has your blood 
pressure been checked? Ele¬ 
vated pressure can be a 
factor, and nerves, of course, 
often have a marked effect on 
that. 

One other question. Do you 
by any chance take some 
medication or other? Even 


simple drug store remedies? 
Some drugs (quinine and its 
derivatives are one! cause 
ringing in the ears. 

For a guess, you might be 
best off by going back to the 
doctor who thought your 
nerves were playing a big 
part of the trouble in your 
case.

Dear Dr. Thoateaon: Please 
explain alopecia areata. How 
long before the hair comes 
back in, and will it stay?

This is a patchy loss of hair 
either on the scalp or face — 
patches of baldness with the 
hair around these spots

The cause is uncertain. 
Local inflammation may 
damage the follicles in these 
spots. It also can occur in 
highly nervous individuals, or 
those who have had a severe 
emotional shock, but we have 
no explanation for this.

OSAKA, Japan (UPI) — 
Subway construction workers 
attempting to repair a 
punctured gas main touched 
off a series of explosions and 
fires Wednesday that killed or 
injured more than 300 persons 


in a heavily populated district 
nine miles from the site of 
the Expo ’70 world fair. 

Early Thursday, 16 hours 
after the first explosion, 
police reported 71 killed and 
282 others injured by the 
explosions and fire. Of the 


injured, 165 were in serious 
condition, police said. 

A vice-president of the 
Osaka Gas Co., Hiroshi 
Yasuda, said workmen were 
trying to repair a puncture 
they had made in the gas line 


when the first explosion 
occurred. 

Police said all the victims 
were Japanese. 

The explosions occurred 
just after 5 p.m., during the 
evening rush hour in Oyodo in 
the eastern section of Osaka, 



who had gathered at a 
subway construction site to 
watch a gas company crew 
trying to fix a leak in a 20- 
Japan's major industrial city, 
far from the site of Expo '70 
at Senri Hills about 11 miles 
north of Osaka. 

Many of the victims were in 
a crowd of curious bystanders 
inch pipe. They were felled in 
the first blast. 


The initial explosion trig¬ 
gered a series of lesser ones 
and touched off fires in an 
area of about 21,400 square 
feet that gutted at least 30 
buildings, most of them 
houses and small shops. 
Flames and smoke shot high 
into the air in a spectacular 
display while firemen battled 
for more than three hours to 
bring the fires under control.

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Decision Can Be Delayed 


I T IS SAFE TO PREDICT there will be some hec¬ 
tic and emotional campaigning before Quebec 
goes to the polls in a general election on April 29. 
And there is an appreciable risk that before it is 
over there will be violence, with such issues as 
separatism and republicanism being preached by 
the leaders ol two of the major party contenders. 

Premier Jean-Jacques Bertrand has pledged 
himself to call a referendum on separation from 
Canada unless constitutional reforms satisfactory 
to his party are enacted within four years. He 
has gone so far as to promise creation of a 
republican form of government for Quebec, 
presumably offering himself as president. 

This is clearly unconstitutional. The British 
North America Act gives the provinces wide 
powers, it its true, but Section 92 is specific in this 
regard: 

"In each province the legislature may exclu¬ 
sively make laws in relation to matters within the 
classes of subjects next hereinafter enumerated, 
that is to say: 

“1. The amendment from time to time, 
notwithstanding anything in this Act, of the 
constitution erf the province, except aa regards the 
office of lieutenant-governor ...” 

This statement of Union National* policy 
appears to put the party on a separatist course 
every bit as determined as that of Rene Levesque 
and his Parti Quebecois which owes its origin to 
that purpose. 

If It were not for the fact that the Liberals, 
under youthful and inexperienced Robert Bourassa 
are so demoralized, following the mass exodus of 
senior members of the party in the path tramped 
out by the defeated leadership candidate, Claude 
Wagner, the similarity of Union Nationsle and 
Parti Quebois policies might mean an advantage. 


But in the circumstances a split in the radical 
vote is unlikely to significantly affect the party 
standings. 

The only other group given a chance to 
contribute in any strength to what Quebec 
ostentatiously calls Its national assembly is the 
Creditistes. 'Hiey are staunch federalists, like the 
Liberals, which may balance the scales to some 
extent against the now clearly defined separatist 
Union Nation ale and the original Levesque 
secessionists. 

In spite of Mr. Bertrand’s admonition to Prime 
Minister Pierre Trudeau to "Mind your own 
business during this election,” It is inevitable that 
federal Liberals will get into the action. 

Not only do they want to see the separatists 
effectually repudiated but they are anxious to re¬ 
establish the provincial power base so badly 
damaged by the defeat of Jean Lesage. 

Clearly, for what strength it may offer, the 
Bourassa Liberals must identify with Mr. Trudeau. 
The question to be answered is whether his 
popularity In Quebec, which was a major factor In 
his leadership bid and successful campaign for 
office in Ottawa, is still enough to overcome Mr. 
Bourassa’s disadvantages. That, not necessarily the 
issue of separation or confederation, may deter¬ 
mine the result of the election. 

The electors are free to choose on a basis of 
purely domestic programs, for with the promise of 
a referendum on the most momentous issue they 
have ever faced, they will not be committing 
themselves. A vote for the Liberals and Creditistes 
would indicate repudiation of separation, but 
support of the other parties does not necessarily 
prove acceptance. This is a decision which can 
safely be delayed.

Politicians Begin to Strike Back 


No Need for a Middleman 


G REATER VICTORIA residents may be forgiven 
if they are as puzzled as Saanich Aldermen 
Foster Isherwood and WOliam Noel over the 
Capital Regional Board’s proposal to hire a part- 
time public relations officer, particularly In the 
light of board chairman Mayor Hugh Curtis' 
somewhat cryptic explanation of the necessity of 
such an appointment. 

Answering the two council members who 
challenged the need of such an official, Mayor 
Curtis pointed out that the board was engaged in 
very complicated relationships with several provin¬ 
cial departments and several hospitals in the 
region. 

"It is important,” he said, “for someone to be 
able to analyse our activities and report what we 
are d&ing on behalf of the taxpayers..." 

Such an answer is hardly likely to satisfy the 
ratepayers who have to foot the bill and who, until 
now at any rate, have been under the Impression 


that elected members serving on the board are 
quite capable of analysing their own activities and 
explaining them to the public whenever the need 
arises. 

Admittedly a good many large Industries and 
some major federal government departments 
employ public relations men or press “flacks” to 
handle their operation of feeding controlled 
information to the public or to act as buffers 
between them and the public whenever a 
controversial issue crops up, but surely the 
regional board cannot be considered to be in the 
same league as these or have the same need for 
middlemen. 

Any move to intercept personal contact or 
interrupt the direct flow of inforcnation between a 
public body or group of elected representatives and 
the citizens to whom they are responsible must be 
suspect. It is to be hoped that Mayor Curtis and his 
board will bear this in mind before they reach a 
final decision on the matter.

have been rumored at work 
on the creation of facilities 
for eventual installation of 
Chinese missiles. 

Beyond any question of 
doctrine, it is maintained 
here, is the old aspiration of 
Russia, going back to czarist 
days, for a warm-water port 
In th* Mediterranean. A take¬ 
over of Albania would provide 
such ports on th* Adriatic 
coast, ending present Soviet 
reliance on Arab ports. 


end apparently also has been 
concerned about the 
possibility of a clash of the 
superpowers, the United 
States and the Soviet Union, 
in his area. 

On the Arab side, one who 
pooh-poohed Dr. Goldman's 
claim was Mohammed 
Haasanein Heikal, chief editor 
of the Cairo newspaper A1 
Ahram and an unofficial voice 
of Nasser. 


Yet it was Heikal himself 
who provided hints of 
Nasser's state of mind. It was 
Heikal who seemed to 
suggest, however vaguely, 
that mediation would be the 
only way to ensure that Egypt 
had any future at all. 

Recently in hie weekly 
column Heikal remarked 
that th* super-power* were 
going to meet again this 
month to a** if anything 
might be don* about limiting 
superweapana, which always 
present a danger of war and 
catastrophe by miieileu- 
latlon. 

But hs saw th* tensions 
generated by the Middle East 
crisis as even more danger¬ 
ous than missiles and nuclear 
stockpiles. 


"Piled up tension," he 
wrote, “Is more dangerous 
than piled up nuclear 
weapons. Tension is liable to 
explode not from miscalcu¬ 
lation but from a touch in the 
wrong place.” 

In such circumstances, 
Heikal wonders, can the crisis 
be localized indefinitely? 

There are 14 Arab states 
with differing conditions, 
tempera and commitments, 
and 24 or more Arab com¬ 
mando organizations also with 
differing outlooks. Obviously 
this situation is not easily 
controlled.

Heikal examined the deep 
deadlock and noted that Israel 
could not impose the peace 
which would suit all her 
interests, despit* her 1967 
victory. But, he added, 
neither could th* Arabs 
Impose a peace that would 
meet all their demands. 

Meanwhile, he said, the 
super-powers would have to 
limit their intervention for 
fear of an armed clash 
between them and what it 
might produce. 

Whatever he was saying, it 
had to be said obliquely. In 


the Arab East, as matters 
stand, it is unwise for any 
leader to say outright what is 
on his mind. Political reper¬ 
cussions from frankness can 
be explosive. 

But there might have been 
a hint in this that Nasser 
realized the Arabs were 
asking too much and that in 
view of the 1967 defeat they 
could not possibly hope to 
enforce their demands. To try 
could mean endless deadlock 
while Egypt continued to slip 


more and more into economic 
woe and dependence on 
Russia. 

Was Heikal hinting on 
Nasser's behalf that there 
was room between the Israeli 
and Egyptian stands for ex¬ 
ploration? 

Was he. In fact, hinting that 
Nasser might talk with an 
Israeli representative? And if 
so, in view of the Israeli 
throw-down of the Goldmann 
statement, Is the door still 
open? 
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Wends Forget Their Past

When NeU Aimstraag set 
foot on the Moon he spoiled a 
centiirie»-aid WtnWi myth. 
But it didn’t matter much. 

Few Wends today are 
aware of th* identity, and 
the Wendisb language, culture 
and trnditkxM are vanishing 
even In Serb in, fountainhead 
of Wendiah people in the

Wends descend from Slavic 
people iwho lived in S»xony 
and Prussia for 1,500 years. 
Pliny, the Roman statesman, 
wrote about the Wends in the 
1st century and many ware 
were wa ge d against them by 
early German kings. 

Wendiah children for 
centurie* Were told if they 
were very, very bad. the 
Laly to the Moon would turn 
•aetn Into demons. When 
aakxt about the myth at the 
IheM ochooi in Sechin, 


non? of the 63 boys and girls 
had ever heard the story. 

And when asked what it 
meant to be a Wend, none of 
the children in Arthur 
Moebus’ class could come up 
wito an answer. Moebus Is 
the great-great-grandson of 
the preacher Johann Kilian, 
leader of a colony of 566 
Wends that settled in Serbin 
in 1854. 

Kilian and toe Wendiah 
pioneers sailed to Texas from 
65 villages in Prussia end 
Saxony to establish a Wenden- 
land, a Wendiah refuge in 
America.

“We are all Wends to this 
school.” said young David 
Gersch, “but we don’t know 
anything Wendish. We're just 
like all the other kids that 
live in places around here.” 

Moebus commented that 
Wendish culture for all 
practical purposes 'Twill cease 
to exist in America within our 
lifetime.” He estimates tost 


fewer than 100 of the older 
generation of Wends in 
America are fluent in the 
Wendish language. 

Of the approximate 70,000 
people of Wendish extraction 
in the world, about one-tento 
live in Texas. The rest are a 
minority group in Germany, 
rapidly being Germanized.

Never a nation of their own, 
a handful of Wends made a 
plea to Winston Churchill 
during the Second World War 
for the establishment of their 
own land. 

"Century after century we 
were pushed,” the Wends 
wrote Churchill, “until there 
was no native soil left for us. 
Our national consciousness is 
dormant in the hearts of the 
Wend people on the Elbe 
River, the Wend people in the 
upper and middle course of 
the River Spree.” 

Moebus said his great-great- 
grandfather wae determined 
to establish a growing and 


lasting Wendish community in 
America. 

"Pastor Johann Kilian was 
a famed poet and composer 
among his people. He arid 
those who migrated to Texas 
drew up a enneitutinn which 
provided that there would be 
only Wendiah preaching to toe 
church, only Wendish spoken 
in th* school,” Moebus sakl. 

By 1816 Wendish was 
dropped as the language of 
SL Paul’* School. Soon after 
It was discontinued to SL 
Paul's Lutheran church to 
Serbin, the only Wendish 
church outside Germany.

"Here I am the great-great- 
grandson of the man who led 
the only Wendiah migration to 
America," said the teacher, 
“and even I cannot speak the 
language.” 

Ironically the Wends left 
Germany for fear their cul¬ 
ture, toagfle af beat, would 
soon vanish through a gradual 
process.

Congress Passes Rail Bill 


19 Pickets Boston Firm Invents Powder 
3 jv?_ss: Used to Mop Oil in Sweden 


WASHINGTON <AP) — Con¬ 
gress passed and sent to the 
White House Wednesday a bill 
President Nixon had asked to 
prevent a countrywide rail 
•hutdown Saturday. 

Meanwhile, recalcitrant air 
traffic controllers and truck 
drivers kept the transport indus¬ 
try tn turmoil. New York City 
faced a possible newspaper 
blackout. 

Truck drivers called off wild¬ 
cat strikes In many cities, but 
there was no guarantee such 
work stoppages would not erupt 
again, and there was a major 
one in the Chicago area. Walk¬ 
outs also continued in Los Ange¬ 
les, Oklahoma City, St. Paul, 
Columbus and Akron, Ohio, and 
In St. Louis. 

In Chicago, a walkout hit a 
major grocery chain and In 
nearby Gary, Ind., 1,000 ateel 
hurlers refused to cross a 
Teamsters union picket line. 

The 50,000 drivers In Chicago 
negotiate their contract sepa¬ 
rately from the 425,000 in the 
rest of the United States and 
were holding out for a 51.70-an- 
hour increase as opposed to the 
$1.10 an hour over three years 
tentatively agreed on nationally. 

The rail bill orders four small 
craft unions to accept a aettle- 
ment reached last December for 
the rest of this year. Then It 
may be renegotiated. All except 
members of a tiny Sheet Metal 
Workers union, embroiled in a 
jurisdictional dispute, have ac¬ 
cepted the settlement.

The anti-establishment con¬

and misuse; U.S. foreign 
policy; the politics of civil 
rights enforcement;

and political action; organiza¬ 
tion of new groups. 


One of the chief speakers 
will be Leon H. Panetta, who 
quit under pressure as chief 
of the office of civil rights in 
the Department of Health, 
Education and Welfare, 
charging the Nixon adminis¬ 
tration with a slowdown in 
school desegregation. 

Panetta’s departure, and a 
subsequent demand by 1,800 
HEW workers for a first-hand 
explanation of department 
civil rights policies from 
Secretary Pinch, was only the 
most recent spotlighting of 
growing willingness of civil 
servants to voice dissent.

David Hunter, a civil 
rights commission lawyer and 
spokesman for the new com- 
m 1 11 e e , cited as other 
examples the recent postal 
s trike, a government-wide 
petition against the Supreme 
Court confirmation of Judge 
G. Harrow Carswell, the 1969 
revolt of civil rights lawyers 
in the justice department and 
employee court actions for 
the. right to invite anti-war 
speakers t p meetings In 
federal buildings. 

According to Hunter, the 
new committee received its 
major impetus from civfl- 
Servant participation in the 
fall anti-war moratoriums, 
and a feeling since then that 
more concerted action was 
needed to have an Impact mi 
administration policies. 


The civil servant protest 
goes back to the Johnson 
administration, when small 
discussio n gro ups began to 
meet at HEW and later, other 
departments. In February, 
1968, they burst into the open 
with an u n precedented 
petition and signed newspaper 
ad against the Vietnam war. 

Since then, the focus has 
been on the Nixon administra¬ 
tion’s policies in the school 
desegregation field. But it 
also has addressed such 
Intramural problems as the 
transfer of agencies to 
suburban locations, causing 
job losses or financial hard¬ 
ships on low-inoome black 
employees.

A row of trees near the 
Patricia Bay Highway got a 
lasWuioute reprieve Wtd- 
nesday night when the provin- 
c i a i highways department 
agreed to call off bulldozers 
set to destroy the trees this 
morning. 

The trees provide the 
property of Ed Harvey, 4Ww 
Patricia Bay Highway, with 
privacy and a barrier against 
traffic noises. 

Harvey found out at 4:30 
p.m. Wednesday that part of 
his property had been 
expropriated to make way for 
the Patricia Bay Highway 
widening and that at 8 a.m. 
today bulldozers were 
soheduled to knock the trees, 
down. 

He tried to reach Socred 
MLA John Tifdaile for 
Saanich and The ^stands to 
enlist his aid but was told by 
the telephone company that"' 
TisdaUe's number, has been 
changed to an unpublished 
one. 

Harvey bought his 1.6-acre 
property immediately aoijth of 
the Royal Oak cemetery 10 
yean ago through VLA as a 
retirement home. He retired 
as a federal forest biology 
ranger two years ago.

"I have a row of Douglas 
fir, maple and oak t trees 
which shield the property 
from the noise of the highway 
and give privacy,” he told 
The Colonist Wednesday 
night. ‘‘That’s why I bought 
the property.” 

He received a letter from 
the highways department 
several months ago offering 
him 81,500 for .13 acraa, he 
said. Because be wasn’t 
satisfied with the offer he 
called on the department and 
was told to put his case in 
writing. 

"I never heard another 
word from them,” he said. 
“Then, when I found a 
contract had been let to build 
the highway, I went down to 
see them again.”

Wednesday, a 
man from the contracting 
firm called to tell him the 
row o f trees would be 
knocked down tbis morning.

Then there will be no way of 
telling what I'm losing." 

There are about half ■ 
doe sB trees, Harvey said, 
about 50 years old and from 
30 t* 56 feet high.

In the province, is designed to 
serve as a meeting place 
between medical people and 
the public with a view to 
preventing disease through 
education and development of 
good health practices. 

“This is long overdue," said 
Dr. Kenneth Thornton, 
director of laboratories at 
Royal Jubilee Hospital and 
key speaker at the opening. 

“We have too long 
neglected preve ntive 
medicine. It’s a brutally 
simple lesson to compare toe 
cost of curing a disease with 
toe coot of preventing it.”

He cited the example of the 
cost of curing a disease such 
as typhoid or dysentry, which 
involves about 10 days in 
hospital with Intensive care, 
and said it could be avoided 
for toe cost of a bar of soap if 
people were aware of the 
importance of washing their 
hands before preparing food. 

"What is lacking is not 
facts about medicine," he 
said, “but perspective about 
facts. People have to learn 
what iz Important and what is 
not it important." 

Thornton said the major 
reason for the lack of under¬ 
standing to date has been the 
fact that professionals and 
the public had no place to 
meet to discuss health care.

The Health Education 
Centre, located at 3019 Shake¬ 
speare opposite the Hillside 
Shopping Plaza, is intended to 
fill that gap. 

"We are not providing a 
diagnostic service or a 
clinic.’’ said director Tom 
Bradley. "We’re not going to 
prescribe for anybody, but we 
are providing a counselling

The lack of co-ordination of social service 
programs in Greater Victoria is a major problem, 
the executive director of the Community Council 
said Wednesday. 


“There is a multiplicity of 
services," said Garth Homer 
in his report tif'too council's 
32nd annual meeting, “all 
designed to assist individuals 
and (unities faced with diffi¬ 
culties which they are unable 
to resolve without help."

If they are clear, toe 
expectations are often un¬ 
realistic as the necessary 
resources of money, housing, 
trained staff, employment and 
retraining opportunities are 
insufficient, he said.

Request* are coming in hot and heavy (or our Colonist 
free garden seeds — seeds of a most colorful and easy-to- 
grow flower called Celosia. This response pleases me no end, 
for I am most anxious to see these remarkable and eye 
catching Dowers featured In aU our gardens this summer. 

While ws have a pretty big bagful of these precious 
seeds. 1 suggest you send In for your gift packet without any 
dilly-dallying, for at the rate the seeds are going nut of here, 
there is a possibility we could nm short of them as we did 
with the Glorioea Daisy seeds several years ago. On that 
occasion we had to substitute different seed for the last 4,000 
requests that came In. 


shops under the trade name of Palacet Pots. These are mad* 
of thick but very light styrofoam plastic, a material which 
always seems warm to the touch. The size I use mostly Is • 
squatty type, five inches across but only four Inches deep. 

Rather than sow my seeds in soil, which may or may not 
be sterilized against the dreaded damping-off disease that 
kills so many tiny seedlings. I have been having very good 
luck Indeed starting seeds of all kinds in Just plain peat moss 
moistened with a weak fertilizer solution. 

★ ★ ★ 

I use either Alglnure, a seaweed extract, or a liquid fish 
fertilizer, diluted at the rate of one tablespocnful per quart 
of water. The peat moss is soaked in this solution and wrung 
out by hand, then fluffed up loosely in a clean Dower pot. It 
Is VERY important, when using peat or other substitute for 
soil, to leave it LOOSE In the pot, never to make it really 
firm as you would with soil. 

The seeds are scattered very titinly on the surface of the 
damp pea*, then each pot is covered with a sheet of plastic 
held in place with an elastic band. This converts the Dower 
pot Into a miniature greenhouse, conserving moisture so no 
watering will be necessary until after the seedlings emerge. 

As soon as the first baby plant puts in an appearance, the 
plastic covering is removed and the seedlings exposed to 
plenty of air and light. 


As I pointed out earlier, the easy way to grow Celosia or 
Prince’s Feather is to scatter the seeds on the ground in 
May, after the soil has warmed up, then thin out the baby 
plant* as they come up to allow each one plenty of elbow 
room. The seeds are very small, so it is best not to cover 
them at aU, but just scatter them VERY thinly on the 
surface and allow the rain to wash them in. 

For various reasons, though, I think ft might be a wise 
move to start at least a small proportion of your gift seeds 
indoors, for there are quite a lot of things that could go 
wrong with a simple outdoor sowing. A drenching rainstorm 
could batter the tiny plants into the ground; slugs might feed 
upon them; some neer-slghted relatives may pull them up In 
mistake for weeds. AD to all, It is good Insurance to give at 
least a few of your gift seeds a protected start Indoors, 
transplanting them to their outdoor positions after they have 
grown into sturdy specimens. 

★ A- * 

First consideration, when starting seeds indoors, is what 
to plant them in. Actually, It doesn’t matter very much what 
kind of container you use. I have raised good plants in tin 
cans, paper cups, cut-down milk cartons, cottage cheese tubs, 
and of course. Dower pots of every conceivable material 
earthenware, plastic. Jiffy, wood Dbre and the like. 

My particular favorite Is a container sold in the garden

For Whites 


WASHINGTON (UPI)—A new U.S. govern¬ 
ment study indicates that one - third of the first 
babies bom to American women in 1964 through 
1966 were conceived out of wedlock. Quickie 
marriages saved many from illegitimacy. 

Mrs. Mary Grace Kovar, who helped compile 
the data for the national centre for health statistics 
of the health, education and welfare department, 
said the survey supports the argument that 
unmarried white girls who become pregnant are 
more likely to get married than those of other 
races. 

“Almost twice as many premarital conceptions 
of white women as of all other women resulted in a 
legitimate birth," she said in a paper to be 
delivered April 17 at a conference in Atlanta, Ga. 

The report was based on a questionnaire 
survey of more than 11,000 married women across 
the country, selected at random from birth 
certificates. 

Among the other insults: 

• Forty two per cent of married women less 
than 20 years of age had been married fewer than 
eight months when their first babies were born. 

• Twenty per cent of white women and 42 
per cent of women of other races were pregnant at 
the time of their first marriage. 

• Among women with family incomes of less 
than 53,000 a year, 37.5 per cent were pregnant at 
the time of marriage. Of those earning more than 
$10,000 annually, only 8.2 per cent were expecting 
when married. 

• Of women who had completed one to three 
years of high school, 31.6 per cent were pregnant 
when married. The percentage gradually dropped 
as education increased, with only 7.5 per cent of 
college graduates pregnant at the altar. However, 
the figure was 21.2 per cent of women who had 
only attended elementary school.

Plenty of people there, he 
says, get 55,000 in super¬ 
annuation, but it is not 
enough for an adequate stan¬ 
dard of living. 

“We should put up posters 
saying: Live like a king on 
55,000. Spend your retirement 
in New Zealand, the most 
beautiful country in the 
world!

“If we could attract 1,000 
retired people a year with 
55,000 income this would 
mean 55,000.000 in the first 
year. Within five years we 
might be earning up to 
525,000,000 hi overseas ex¬ 
change." 

Mayor Robinson has put the 
idea up to the government 
and met a lukewarm res¬ 
ponse, but he continues to 
advocate the proposition. 

Whether you can live like a 
king on 55,000 if New Zealand 
depends on what you want out 
of life. 

Both incomes and cost of 
Jiving are generally lower in 
New Zealand than in Canada.

DIPPED DRUMSTICKS 

Twelve to IS chicken drum¬ 
sticks; ft cup flour; ft 
teaspoon salt; Vi teaspoon 
pepper; ft cup vegetable oil; 

1 can (8 ounces) cranberry 
sauce; 1 can (8 ounces) 
tomato sauce; 1 tablespoon 
vinegar; 1 tablespoon brown 
sugar; 1 clove gar tie, 
crushed. 

Coat drumsticks with mix¬ 
ture of flour, salt and pepper. 
Into a large shallow baking 
dish pour oil. Arrange chicken 
In oil, turning to coat all 
sides. Bake at 350 degrees for 
30 minutes, then turn and 
hake 30 minutes longer. Just 
before serving combine other 
ingredients and bring to a 
boil. Simmer briefly to blend 
flavors. Serve as hot dip for 
drumsticks. 

Perhaps no cooking is as 
intricate as the Chinese. 
There are five distinct schools 
of Chinese cooking, and the 
one we are most familiar 
with is Cantonese. 

The foliowing recipe for 
Hung Shao Chicken comes 
from the Fukien school. The 
Fukienese were the sailors of 


China. Hung Shao, literally 
t r a n s lated, means “red 
cooked.’’ 

HUNG SHAO CHICKEN 

Two whole chicken breasts, 
split, skinned and boned; Z 
tablespoons butter or mar¬ 
garine ; Vi cup sliced celery; l 
medium onion, sliced; 1 
medium green pepper, cut la 
ft Inch pieces; Z tablespoons 
cornstarch; Vi cup water; Vi 
cup soy sauce; Z tablespoons 
brown sugar; Z tablespoons 
dry sherry; Vi teaspoon 
ground ginger. 

Cut chicken into bite-size 
pieces. Cook chicken lightly in 
frying pan in butter for 15 
minutes o r until slightly 
browned. Stir In celery, onion 
and green pepper. Simmer, 
covered, for 10 minutes or 
until vegetables are tender 
but crisp. Stir occasionally 

Meanwhile biend cornstarch 
with tomato sauce, then stir 
In remaining ingredients. Add 
to chicken and cook and stir 
until sauce is slightly thicken¬ 
ed, about five minutes. Makes 
4 to 6 servings. 

CHICKEN KOWLOON 

One broiler-fryer (about S 
pounds) cut up mr quartered; 
z tablespoons butter or 
margarine; I Vi teaspoons 
salt; ft teaspoon pepper: I 
caa apple pia fUUag; ft cup 
water; ft cup white wiue; 1 
ta ble sp oon lemon Juice; I 


cups hot cooked rice; ft cup 
diagonally sliced green 
onions; ft cup sliced almonds. 

Brown chicken In butter in 
frying pan. Sprinkle with salt 
and pepper. Mix pie filling, 
water, wine and lemon juice. 
Pour over chicken, cover and 
cook gently 50 minutes or 
until tender. 

Turn rice onto a platter, 
sprinkle with onions and one- 
fourth cup of sliced almonds. 
Pour about half of sauce from 
frying pan over. Toss a little 
with fork to mix, then top 
with chicken pieces and re¬ 
mainder of sauce. Sprinkle 
remaining one-fourth cup 
almonds over top. 

Fresh mushrooms combine 
well with any number of 
foods, but they are something 
special with chicken. 

CHICKEN WITH HAM 
AND MU8HBOOM8 


Six half chicken breasts, 


boned and sktpued; ft cup 
grated Swiss type cheese; • 
slices cooked ham (ft pound) 


I tablespoons hotter, melted. 
Pound chicken breasts to 


breasts and roll up like a jelly 
roll and fasten with skewer or 
tie with string. Saute rolls in 
butter over medium heat until 
lightly browned (10 to 15 
minutes). 

Reduce heat, cover pan 
tightly and cook gently until 
chicken is tender (20 to 25 
minutes), turning once. Un¬ 
cover and cook at increased 
heat until chicken is slightly 
crisp and liquid in pan is 
reduced (five to 10 minutes) 
Serve with mushroom sauce. 

.MUSHROOM SAUCE 

Two cups mushrooms 
(about ft pound); ft cap 
chopped green onion. 3 table¬ 
spoons hotter, melted; S 
tablespoons flour; ft teaspoon 
salt; ft teaspoon pepper; 


dash of nutmeg; ft cup dry 
white wine; 1ft cups bouillon; 

ft cup light cream. 

Save some mushroom caps 
to garnish rolls and slice 
remainder. Saute mushrooms 
and onion in butter until limp 
(six to eight minutes) Re¬ 
move mushroom caps and 
keep warm. 

Stir In flour and seasonings. 
Gradually add wine and 
bouillon, stirring constantly 
until smooth and thickened 
Reduce heat and simmer five 
minutes, stirring occasionally. 
Gradually add cream and pan 
drippings from chicken. Heat 
thoroughly. Arrange chicken 
breasts on platter, pour sauce 
over and garnish with mush¬ 
room caps.

SNOBOY 


Small, medium and large width*.

The era of the forester who 
managed his stand at trees 
backed oniy by an inherent 
sense of what was best for 
them and a set of rigid yield 
tables ia going the way of 
virgin stands of Douglas fir. 

As the stands are rapidly 
being depleted, the need for 
more intensive management is 
forcing the forest industry, 
like most others today, to 
turn for direction to the 
computer. 

At present, however, the 
modern panacea doesn’t have 
the answers to give foresters 
when they ask it what they 
should do to. ensure continued 
growth and high yield from 
the stand, but a scientist at 
the federal Forest Research 
laboratory here has been 
trying to set up the model 
that will tell the computer 
how t o deal with such 
questions. 

Fair Degree 

“With the computer, we’ll 
be able to estimate with a 
fair degree of certainty, what 
will happen in the stand in 
the future.” said Dr. Kenneth 
Mitchell. 

'•■niis is especially import¬ 
ant now because if a company 
has spent $100,000,000 building 
a pulp mill, it must be 
assured of a continuous 
supply of prod nets It h*s to 
be able to judge what the 
stand will offer Id or 15 years 
from now and IC.it wv’t be 
enough, the enrepsny has to 
decide what could be (Sane to 
increase the yield.” f 

Mitchell said a set of yield 
tables which list probable 
usable yields for stands based 
on age and si» have been 
used traditionally to predict 
harvest. 

i Quite Rigid 1 

“These were fine in the 
past, but they’re quite rigid in 
that they can’t tell you what 
would happen if,, for intance, 
you thinned the stand,” he 
said. "Now that we’re be¬ 
ginning to manage trees more 
with such things as fertilizing 


and other treatments, we 
need more flexible ways of 
predicting yield." 

Because of the almost limit¬ 
less number of ways in which 
the growth and yield of trees 
can be altered, a computer it 
the logical instrument to be 
used to calculate effects of 
various treatments. 

In developing the mathe¬ 
matical model upon which the 
computer will base delibera¬ 
tions concerning forest 
management, Mitchell has 
had to begin his work from an 
almost non-existent base. 

Douglas Fir 

Because of the lack of long¬ 
term information concerning 
Douglas fir, the 31-year-old 
scientist has, up to this time, 

been working largely from 
data periodically recorded in 
a 65-year-old Ontario stand of 
white spruce. 

Using this and other infor¬ 
mation, he has already for¬ 
mulated his own mathe¬ 
matical equations for such 
calculations as determining 
how much wood will be added 
to the tree trunk in relation to 
the size of Its crown or for 
projecting g rowth of 
branches. 

The Effectg 

After Mitchell, who does his 
own programming, has given 
the computer these and many 
other Instructions, It 1* then 
In a position to simulate the 
growth at a forest sfedfaf,’ lfar 
results can be compared wHh 
the trees’ actual recorded 
growth to test the mathe¬ 
matical model. 

Once the model has been 
perfected, foresters will be 
able to use the computer to 
learn what the effects jwou Id 
be if, for instance, at some 
stage they were to thin out 
the largest trees. 

An alternative they might 
wish to try could be that of 
thinning the smaller frees, 
but this would be impossible 
if they were dealing with the 
stand itself Instead of a 
simulated model of it. 

’’You’ve programmed the 


computer and told it what 
decisions to make," Mitchell 
said, “but it's up to the 
computer to make them.” 

The original model, which is 
expected to be ready to make 
tentative estimates within two 
years, will be q ui i t e general 
and applicable to large areas 
such as the east coast of 
Vancouver Island, although 
more specific models will 
eventually be developed. 

Such variables as slope of 
land and elevation will have 
to be considered as the model 
becomes more refined. 

Because of the length of 
time before ft will be ready, 
industry has not been 
approached to any great 
extent, but the few contacts 
to date have been quite 
enthusiastic over the project, 
Mitchell said. 

Past Decade 

The idea of using computers 
to determine forest growth 
and yield was made practic¬ 
able only within the past 10 
years with the advent of 
w i dety-accessible machines 
and the evolution of a more 
easily-used com puter 
language. 

Persons in other parts of 
the world have also been 
working on the problem of 
computer -g uided forest 
management, but this has 
been largely on different 
levels, Mitchell said. 

“I’m trying to get at the 
basic factors that Muesce 
tree grofvth but tbs 'Others 
have generally been ‘ working 
at higher levels of manage¬ 
ment with stands." he said. 

Tree Growth 

“They work on such things 
as the effect of insects and 
fire*, and also, they use 
prepared tables for their 
basic information. 

"At the moment I'm not 
concerned with insects and 
diseases, but thd model will 
eventually include these as 
soon as other scientists can 
tell me just how they affect 
tree growth.”

Too Important to Give Up

FAR REACHING 

Ontario Attorney-General 
Arthur Wishart called Wednes¬ 
day for debate within the legal 
profession on the Supreme 
Court judge’s suggestion. 

Murphy, who practises alter¬ 
nately as both crown prosecutor 


and defence counsel, said the 
suggestion would have “far- 
reaching results that would go 
against a system of juris¬ 
prudence and present legal 
philosophy. ” 

INVIDIOUS POSITION 

“In many cases an accused 
person elects to remain silent 
on the basis the crown has 
failed to prove his case against 
him — therefore there is no 
charge to answer," be said. 
“Admittedly, other reasons 
might include the toot te 
committed the crime." 

The bar association president 
I said that the principle of 
innocence until proof of guilt 
could atfll be Ibnintalned even if 
an accused did hot have the 
right to rerafan silent. 

“However, if the right was 
removed he would be in the 


invidious position of having to 
“answer* a charge that had not 
been made out against him,” he 
said. "It Is more important that 
the proposition an individual is 
innocent until proven guilty be 
maintained — this principle far 
outweighs any reason for re¬ 
moving the right.” 

Murphy said, however, he has 
no objection to debate on the 
matter by members of the legal 
profession.

One Course 

As an assistant professor of 
forest management, one of 
the courses he wUl be teach¬ 
ing will deal with the develop- 
ment of the model. 

“I started working on this 
when I was at Yale doing post¬ 
graduate work, so they’re 
quite interested in it,” he 
said, “It's excellent as a 
teaching device because it’s 
difficult to teach students 


from a laboratory what 
happens in a forest. With this, 
they'll be able to compare 
alternatives and actually 
simulate growth.” 

As cost and time-saving 
devices, he will be building 
the model so that most of the 
required information can be 
obtained from aerial photo¬ 
graphs. 

Cost-Cutting 

To carry the cost-cutting 
still further, he and Anthony 
Reynolds, a forest lab techni¬ 
cian, have developed their 
own device for taking stereo 
photos. 

(Stereo photographs are 
aerial pictures of the same 


area shot from a slight 
distance apart. Tfre two or 
three are then superimposed 
upon each otter to produce a 
three-dimensional effect.) 

Their stereo aerial boom k 
an aluminum frame to which 
.two relatively inexpensive 
cameras are attached at a set 
distance from each other. The 
unit is held aloft by a 
hydrogen-filled balloon and 
pictures are taken by remote 
control. 

"This way, Instead' of 
having to send expensive 
ground crews out to collect all 
your information, they'll just 
have to take occasional mea¬ 
surements to f b e c k tfae.i 
accuracy,” ha said.

KATMANDU, Nepal (API — 
Six Nepalese Sherpas have been 
killed by a huge block of ice 
that fell on them while guiding 
a Japanese expedition up Mount 
Everest, a message reaching 
here said Wednesday.

The 1970 data sheet says that 
at it* current annual growth 
rate of approximately two per 
cent, the world will gain 
72,600,000 people this year, more 
then any other year in history. 

This increase wiU represent 
the difference between an esti¬ 
mated 123,400,000 births and 
50,800,000 deaths. 

The report says the fastest 
growing countries are Kuwait 
and Costa'Rica, and the slowest 
growing are East Germany and 
Hungary. 

Kuwait is labelled “a special 
case” because Its high birth and 
low death rates are augmented 
by great numbers of immi¬ 
grants attracted by a booming 
oil industry. 

Kuwait’s yearly percentage 
increase is listed at 8.3 per cent, 
about half of which is from 
migration, and Costa Rica's is 
3.8 per cent, virtu tily all due to 
a natural increase in population.

OTTAWA — An amateur¬ 
ishly - constructed fire - bomb 
plummeting down a stairwell 
burst in flame Wednesday 
afternoon on the ground-floor 
ot Parliament's Centre Block. 

It was another in a continu¬ 
ing series of incidents of 
protest and violence causing 
grave concern and increasing 
tensior on Parliament Hill. 

The badly-built molotov- 
cocktail did no damage^ nor 
was anyone injured.

The fire-bomb fell from the 
third floor of the Centre Block

Although not bad as yet 
it is felt that this might be the 
beginning of worse to come if 
precautions are not taken to 
prevent more instances of this 
kind. 

OYSTERS TAINTED 

Since making inquiries about 
oil sightings along the seashore 
It has been disclosed that there 
was a report some time ago 
about oysters found at a beach 
in the Nanoose Bay area being 
tainted with oil. 

Speculation as to the source of 
the problem is varied and hard 
to determine as apparently the 
oil could be carried quite a 
distance in a storm. 

A spokesman for the Joint 
Service* testing base at 
Nanoose Bay said that under¬ 
water tests and manoeuvres by 
the Armed Services have been: 
blamed for oil spillage in the 
past but he was emphatic that 
every effort is being made to 
avoid this type of thing. 

He stressed the importance of 
reporting sightings of oil to the 
fisheries department and if bad 
enough, to the health depart¬ 
ment also. The officer said the 
unit at Nanoose Bay is working 
in co-operation with the 
fisheries and health department 
in the matter of oil pollution. 

Some residents are concerned 
for the safety of the large flocks 
of brant which are gathering 
here now in preparation for the 
flight to the netting grounds. So 
far there have been no reports 
of birde in distress.

Communal Spirit Beautiful

PORT ALBERNI — Eye¬ 
catching photographs of the 
Indian children who attended 
his classes, complemented 
dozens of examples of the 
you ngsters creativity dis¬ 
played by artist Robert Aller 
In the Laurie Wallace lounge 
and Hemlock Room at Echo 
67 Centre . 

Aller t and George Clutesi 
received honorary life 
memberships in Alberni 
Valley Community Arts 
Council during the evening for 
their contributions to the 
cultural life of the commun¬ 
ity. Also on display were 
paintings in the West Coast 
tradition by Clutesi, many of 
them from private collections. 
* * * 

The works ranged from 
some of Clutesi's earliest 
paintings and black and white 
designs to today's vigorous, 
free-flowing scenes of Indian 
life and the world around 
him. 

Council president Mrs. J. G. 
W. Jones introduced Dick 
Christie, immediate past pre¬ 
sident of the council, who 
made the presentations. 

He praised Clutesi for his 
lifelong efforts in champion¬ 
ing the cause of preserving 
native culture. “His paintings 
were his first medium to 
express his pride,” Christie 
said. 

In 1949, Clutesi was invited 
to address a royal commis¬ 
sion on the state of culture in 
Canada, headed by the late 
Vihcent Massie. 

A * * 

“At that time, Mr. Clutesi 
was seeking permission for 
the Indian people to sing their 
songs and perform their tribal 
ceremonies without restrict- 
tions. And the restrictions 
were lifted.” 

Clutesi returned to the 
Alberni Valley and formed 
the first of his troupes of 
singers and dancers. In 1951. 
the group was invited to 
dance before Queen Elizabeth 
and Prince Philip, "virtually 
a command performance." 

Clutesi's pride and know¬ 
ledge in his people's culture 
arose naturally for his father 
was historian of his house and 
his uncle the story-teller. 


Leaving his job as a pile- 
driver in 1962, he went to 
work at the nearby Alberni 
Indian residential school. He 
returned to his painting and 
to teaching Indian songs and 
dances, this time to groups of 
Indian students living in the 
residence. 

* * * 

At . tea same tyne, he 
worked on his first book, Sotj 
of Raven, -Son of Deer, 
completing It in 1967. This 
was followed in 1969 by 
Potlatch. 

While „,R o b ert Aller’s 
cultural background is Tar 
removed from that of Clutesi, 
Aller has found his greatest 
satisfaction in working with 
Indian children. 

Alter was born in Dauphin, 
Man. His talent won him an 
art scholarship to study in 
Stockholm, After travelling 
through much of Europe, 
Alter returned to Canada and 
to the Alberni Valley where, 
in 1958, he began working 
with the Indian children at 
the residential school on a 
voluntary basis. 

Since then, the Indian chil¬ 
dren have absorbed more and 
more of his life. 

* * * 

“Robert Alleris art lies in 
his ability to draw forth from 
the children their own 
expressions,” Christie said- 

As Aller’s own work, and 
his work with the children, 
became better known, he 
faced an ever-increasing 
number o f invitations to 
lecture, not only to commun¬ 
ity groups, but at universities, 
museums and art galleries 
from Vancouver to New York. 

Displays of the children’s 
work from his multi-thousand 
piece collection have been 
seen In the Royal Ontario 
Museum, at UBC, the provin¬ 
cial museum, Victoria, Lake- 
head. Western and Trent 
Universities, at a gathering of 
UNESCO, and in New York 
and Washington. 

For the future, there are 
showings scheduled for the 
Metropolitan Museum of Fine

He had taken photographs 
of the children busy with 
what Alter calls "freedom of 
mind recreation."

Alter simply exposes the 
youngsters to tfle opportunity 
fdr creativity ... the 
children do tee rest, he 
claims, 

"I say Indian children, but 
I mean all children. This is 
not recreation in any 
organized way. It is the 
child's personal expression of 
color and form. It’s an 
adventure to him. an ad¬ 
venture of the spirit, not to be 
killed.”

In UNESCO, Alter said, he 
found that his methods were 
being used in many other 


countries, unknown to him — 
"do not segregate, divide and 
isolate. Begin with the child, 
using their words and their 
ideas that are relevant." 

“The very strength of the 
Indian people lies in the fact 
they have survived 400 years 
of oppression.” Aller said. 

The communal spirit pre¬ 
vailing in the Indian villages 
was "a beautiful experience 
for me/’ Alter said. 

TTiere were Institutions for 
orphan* and the aged were 
unknown — every individual 
was part of tee community 
and part of the community 
responsibility. 

“To the Indian people, 
isolation is death,” he said.

He described his time spent 
on half a dozen Indian 
reserves in Manitoba and 
Ontario as “the most beauti¬ 
ful experience of my life.” 

He said some visitors were 


stunned by the silence, but 
silence flowed freely “like 
fresh air” on the reserves. 

And the Indian concept of 
time, too, is unlike tee white 
man’s. 

A A A 

“Time provides the breath¬ 
ing space between all other 
experiences . . . and Indian 
time is measured in t h * 
comings and goings of the 
birds, the insects, the flower¬ 
ing of the trees, tee gathering 
of the berries. It Is the 
waiting for a child to be bom, 
who, immediately on his 
arrival, becomes an integral 
part of the community. The 
Indian people know the value 
of land, a value far greater 
than its monetary depth," 
Aller said. 

Use materials at hand, 
Aller urged. Clay from the 
lake, sand from the beach, 
the stones, the leaves and the 
sticks of the forest.

LAKE COWICHAN - Paul 
Gattey, designer of the dry 
kiln at Island Shake and 
Shingle Co. Ltd., Lake Cowi- 
cban, was a key witness in 
Wednesday’s proceedings of 
the inquest into the death of 
Ronald George Marchmeot. 

The inquest opened Jan. 26, 
was adjourned and reopened 
Tuesday, After an all-day and 
evening session Wednesday, it 
was decided the inquest would 
be continued today. 

Marchment died after re¬ 
ceiving Injuries from an ex¬ 
plosion of the kiin, Jan. 23. 

Gattey told the jury he was 
a civB engineer and at the 
time of the Installation here, 
was employed by Dickinson's 
of Vancouver. 

At the time the 540.000 dry 
kiin was installed, Gattey said 
he was employed to work on 
the design and construction of 
the kilo, 

Special Panel 

Gattey explained to the jury 
that the controversial control 
panel the key to igniting the 
kHn, was fabricated by a firm 
of electrical specialists, 
according to a design supplied 
by Dickinson’s. 

Gattey said if the kiln did 
not ignite after the proper 
buttons were pressed he 
expected the mill operator 
would have to call an elec¬ 
trician. 

When asked if the works of 
the control panel would lie 
within the comprehension of 
the normal tradesman by 
cross examining lawyer, 
Lloyd McKenzie, he replied 
that "it would lie in the 
comprehension of some.” He 
then went on to say that the 
person should be “an indust¬ 
rial - type electrician—higher 
than the average electrician. 

“I expect he would under¬ 
stand everything in there but 
the protectorelay. I don’t even 
understand that.”

CHEMAINUS—The need for 
a ChemainuB breakwater was 
again demonstrated when a 
windstorm sank an empty 
scow and caused considerable 
damage to a booming ground 
of MacMillan Bloedel and to 
two tugboats of the 
Chemalnus Towing Company. 

The 60-foot scow, made of 
concrete belonged to Tiger 
Tugboat Company of Gibson’s 
Landing and was valued at 
about 525,006. It sank In 30 
feet of water in the harbor 
area and during salvage 
attempts slipped to the 60-foot 
level. 

C h emainus harbormaster 
Barry G u 11 b r i d e said a 
derrick of the Vancouver 
Island Tug and Barge Co. 
from Victor ia finally 
managed to take the scow to 
the nearby Kinsmen Beach 
where the damage will be 
determined at low tide. 

* * * 

Guilbride said the scow had 
been moored at the 
Chemainus Towing Com¬ 
pany’s scow dock on the 
weatherside of two loaded 
scows. He said it is assumed 
that strong winds last Friday 
night and morning pounded 
against the steel hull of the 
acow next to it, broke from 
the mooring and sank. 

Attempts to raise the 
sunken vessel failed until 
Wednesday afternoon after 
the derrick was brought In. 
Chemalnus Tawing Cbmpany 
helped with the salvage oper¬ 
ation and supplied the tug¬ 
boats. Guilbride said the 
damage to the two Chemainus 
Towing Company tugs Raven- 
hill and Smlth-Gibson 
amounted to about 53,500. 

Guilbride said It was 
regrettable that federal 


transport minister Arthur 
Laing was unable to keep his 
scheduled visit last Saturday 
because "then he would have 
seen the difficult situation at 
Chemainus harbor.”

"I have a row of Douglas 
fir, maple and oak trees 
which shield the property 
from the noise of the highway 
and give privacy,” he told 
The Colonist Wednesday 
night. "That's why I bought 
the property." 

He received a letter from 
the highway* department 
several months ago offering 
him {1,500 for .13 acres, he 
said. Because he wasn't 
satisfied with die offer he 
called on the department and 
was,told to put his case in 
writing. 

“I never heard another 
word from them," he said, 
“Then, when I found a 
contract had been let to build 
the highway, 1 went down to 
see them again.”

At 8 a.m. Wednesday, a 
man from the contracting 
firm called to tell him the 
row o f trees would be 
knocked down this morning.

“This is long overdue,” said 
Dr. Kenneth Thornton, 
director of laboratories at 
Royal Jubilee Hospital and 
key speaker at the opening.

It's a brutally 
simple, lesson to compare the 
oast of curing a disease with 
the cost of preventing it."

He cited the example at the 
cost of curing a disease *uch 
as typhoid'or dysentry, which 
involve* about 10 day* in 
hospital with intensive care, 
and said it could be avoided 
for the cost of a bam of soap if 
people were aware of the 
importance of washing their 
hands before preparing food. 

“What to lacking is not 
facts about medicine,” be 
said, “but perspective about 
facts. People have to learn 
what is important and what is 
not st important.” 

Thornton said the major 
reason for the lack of under¬ 
standing to date has been the 
fact that professionals and 
the public had no place to 
meet to discuss health care.

The Health Education 
Centre, located at 3019 Shake¬ 
speare opposite the Hillside 
Shopping Plaza, is intended to 
fill that gap. 

“We are not providing a 
diagnostic service or a 
clinic." said director Tom 
Bradley. "We’re not going to 
prescribe for anybody, but we 
are providing a counselling 


service that will include 
health education through 
lectures, group discussions 
and free literature.” 

Financed entirely by 
donations, the centre, in its 
rented quarters, is divided 
into a medium-size lecture 
room, a reading room and a 
smailr ofifoe lor counselling.

“No health subject will be 
taboo,” he said. "Persona 
such as social workers have 
indicated Interest In topics 
like family planning.”

City Inside Workers

Shipment of nerve gas from Okinawa to Oregon has 
some Greater Victoria groups worried, but their protest 
actions apparently won’t go beyond the sending of telegrams. 


Spokesmen for a number of 
area groups concerned with 
environment agreed Wednes¬ 
day that the U.S. Army’s 
proposed shipment of about 
8,000 tons of nerve gas 
through the Juan De Fuca 
Strait was dangerous and 
deplorable. 

But none of the groups 
plans any action in the form 
of protest marches or mass 
meetings. 

AAA 

No date has yet been 
announced for the shipment. 

The last barrier to the 
nerve gas transport Is a U.S. 
district judge’s order to con¬ 
vene a hearing Monday deal¬ 
ing with the possibility of 
issuing a temporary injunct¬ 
ion against the shipment. 

Request for the hearing was 
filed Wednesday by a number 
of Oregon and Washington 
residents who claim the nerve 
gas transport would violate 
their constitutional right to 
safety. 

Mavis De Girolimo, presi¬ 
dent of the Victoria Voice of 
Wotneri, said her group “was 
shocked by the arrogance of 
the U.S.” which had consist¬ 
ently ignored protests against 
th* shipment.

“But we seem powerless to 
do anything. We will, how¬ 
ever, have a meeting thin 
Saturday, and we'll discuss 
this issue again. 

"We have sent a telegram 
to Prime Minister Trudeau 
requesting the setting up of 
emergency treatment stations 
along *ie Canadian part of the 
transport route," she said. 

Trudeau told the Commons 
Wednesday it appeared that 
"extremely elaborate” pre¬ 
cautions had been taken by 
the U.S. in connection with 
the gas transport 

He said he knew of no basis 
on which Canada's consent 
was needed by the U.S. tor 
operate in its own waters.

VoW’s literature chairman 
for B.C. Mrs. T. M. Cox, said 
Wednesday there was nothing 
planned by the provincial 
organization whh She excep¬ 
tion of probably more tele¬ 
grams. 

She said the matter was "of 
great concern,” but there 
appeared to be little that 
could be done. 

Bob Munroe, president of 
The Collective, a recently 
formed student action group 
at the Institute of Adult 
Studies and the University of 
Victoria, said more telegrams 
could be expected In Otaawa, 
including some from his 
group. 

“We are a group of 
students definitely opposed to 
this gas shipment.”

Dr.. Alan Austin, a UVic 
ecologist, said he was more 
concerned with long-range 
eJfecte of pollution dangers. 

“The daily doae of toxins 
going Into our atmosphere in 
the form of pesticides and 
insecticides is far more 
dangerous than this nerve gas 
shipment,” Dr. Austin said. 

This didn’t mean, he added, 
that hr was in favor of nerve 
gas Wing transported around 
the world. * 

James Bohlen, Information 
officer of the B.C. Sierra 
Club, a conservationist group, 
said from Vancouver his club 
would be traditionally opposed 
to something as dangerous as 
the proposed gas shipment.

But no definite action was 
planned by his group, be said. 

Meanwhile, the U.S. defence 
department has enlisted the 


help of Oregon and Washing¬ 
ton state health departments 
In setting up emergency 
medical facilities along the 
proposed route. 

These facilities will consist 
of planting large amounts of 
nerve gas antidote along the 


train route from Bangor, 
Wash., to Hennsitan, Ore. 

Hospitals will be instructed 
to prepare emergency steps 
for the treatment of large 
numbers of oasuMttes MtaSy 
in the event of e major gas 
leak.

Overhaul Urged 

The lack of co-ordination of social service 
programs In Greater Victoria is a major problem, _ 
the-executive director of the Community Council - 
said Wednesday. 


"There is a multiplicity of 
services,” said Garth Homer 
in his report to the council’s 
S2M annual meeting, “all 
designed to assist Individuals 
and families laced with diffi¬ 
culties which they are unable 
to resolve without help.” 

But frequently, he said, the 
objectives of the service are 
unclear. If they are clear, the 
expectations are often un¬ 
realistic as the necessary 
resources of money, bousing, 
trained staff, employment and 
retraining opportunities are 
insufficient, he said.

"We make these spots 
resting places for everything 
wa think we might possibly 
use again,” he said, "or 
things we think are just s 
little too good to be thrown 
sway — brokendown furni¬ 
ture, lampshades, mattresses, 
draperies, old magazines and 
clothing and similar items.” 

These combustibles create 
danger in the home, he 


warned, because they provide 
the starting place and the fuel 
for a fire which could destroy 
the home and put’ the lives 
of one's family in jeopardy.

To baok up his warning, the 
chief quoted the B.C. Fire 
Marshall’s annual report 
which shows that 3,259 homes 
were hit by fire in 1968 at a 
loss of {5,212,597. 


“Of the 100 people who died 
in fires that year,” he saldr 
"56 died in dwelling fires." - 
Hie report shows that 
rubbish is one of the tog 
causes of building fires. 

"Therefore, we are urging 
every householder in the 
community to join in this anti, 
pollution drive against com¬ 
bustible clutter to make our 
homes safer from fire.” — 
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
